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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the above-identified patent application is respectfully 
requested. The Examiner is thanked for the careful examination of the application 
and for the indication of allowable subject matter. However, in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the remarks that follow, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
reconsider and withdraw the outstanding rejections. 

Art Rejections: 

Claims 1 -4, 6- 10, and 12 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as 
being allegedly unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,836,596, hereinafter Wanzl, in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,152,340, hereinafter Chen. Claims 5 and 11 have been 
identified as including patentable subject matter. 

In response to that rejection, claim 8 has been amended to include the subject 
matter of allowable claim 11. Accordingly, claims 8-10 and 12 are now in condition 
for allowance. 

With regard to claim 1, the Examiner alleges that Wanzl discloses all except 
the separate U-shaped clamping strip. The Examiner alleges that it would have 
been obvious to modify Wanzl in view of Chen to arrive at the present invention. 
Applicant traverses this assertion. 

Wanzl discloses a shopping cart with a tray mounted at the toj3 thereof (in 
particular, tray 55 from the Figure 9 embodiment) and Chen relates to a baby stroller 
having a basket underneath it that is secured with a clamp 501 . The Examiner 
alleges that the motivation for such a modification is "for the purpose of allowing the 
tray to be quickly secured in position on the cart." 
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It is applicant's position that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be so 
motivated to modify the Wanzl cart with the clamp 501 of Chen. Specifically, the tray 
55 of USP 5,836,596 (Wanzl) slides into place and is secured by flanges extending 
outwardly from plate 27\ See column 5, lines 58 - 62. Since the tray 55 is simply 
slid into place, as illustrated in Figure 9, it is quite simple and quick to install. To add 
the clamp 501 of Chen would not enable the tray to be more quickly secured in 
position on the cart. In fact, the modification proposed by the Examiner would add 
more time to the installation of the tray 55. Accordingly, the proposed modification 
does not enable the tray 55 to be installed more quickly. It would actually take more 
time to install according to the proposed modification. Accordingly, the rationale 
offered by the Examiner would clearly not motivate the proposed modification. The 
proposed modification is clearly based on hindsight. Thus, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider and with draw the rejection based on Wanzl and 
Chen. 

Claims 2-7 depend from claim 1 , and are thus also patentable over the 
applied prior art. 

To further define the protection to which applicant is entitled, new claims 13 - 
17 are submitted above. New independent claim 13 also defines a shopping trolley 
with a basket. New claim 13 is similar to claim 8, except that it includes additional 
information, including the fact that the small item tray includes a wall that is 
substantially parallel with a wall of the trolley. Such a feature is also not taught by 
the applied prior art references. 

Claims 14-17 depend from claim 13, and are thus also patentable over the 
applied prior art.
